The  subject  of  this  year's  cover  sketch  is  the  home  of  the  Alexan¬ 
der  B.  Crawfords  on  Crawford  Road,  one  of  the  oldest  houses  in 
Oakham. 

The  present  house  was  built  in  1790  and  was  the  third  house  on 
the  property,  the  first  being  a  log  cabin  built  by  Alexander  Craw¬ 
ford,  one  of  the  ten  original  settlers  of  Oakham.  It  was  known  as 
the  Rufus  Crawford  house  and  has  remained  in  the  Crawford  family 
from  the  time  it  was  built  up  to  the  present  time. 

The  house  retains  much  of  its  original  appearance  and  still  has 
the  original  front  entrance  with  the  wide  door  and  double  cross 
paneling.  It  was  only  recently  that  the  old  hand  split  clapboards 
were  replaced. 

This  house  together  with  the  maple  trees  in  the  yard  and  along 
the  road  and  the  sugar  house  nearby  is  typical  of  Oakham  in  the  early 
days  and  will  be  among  the  interesting  places  that  may  be  seen 
during  the  Bicentennial  Anniversary  in  1962.

The  dog  licensing  year  begins  on  April  1.  Licenses  may 
be  obtained  after  March  20  from  the  town  clerk  by  applying 
in  person  or  by  mail.  Checks  should  be  made  out  to  the  Town 
of  Oakham. 
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The  clerk  can  obtain  the  necessary  information  for  writ¬ 
ing  the  license  from  the  carbon  of  the  previous  year’s  license. 
For  a  dog  which  has  never  been  licensed  in  Oakham,  the 
information  needed  is  name  of  owner,  and  name,  age,  color,  sex, 
and  breed  of  dog.  Dogs  require  a  license  when  they  become 
three  months  old. 

When  a  dog,  which  has  been  licensed  elsewhere  in  Massa¬ 
chusetts,  comes  into  the  possession  of  an  Oakham  resident, 
the  new  owner  should,  within  thirty  days,  present  the  original 
license  to  the  town  clerk,  who  will,  for  25c,  issue  a  transfer 
license  and  Oakham  tag.  For  transferring  a  license  from 
one  owner  to  another  within  the  town,  there  is  no  charge.

1962  licenses  are  green,  and  call  for  the  date  of  birth 
rather  than  the  age  of  the  licensee.  This  change  should  be 
especially  noted  by  persons  who  plan  to  obtain  licenses  for 
others. 

The  fishing  season  will  open  this  year  on  the  last  rather 
than  the  third  Saturday  in  April.  A  bulletin  from  the  Divi¬ 
sion  of  Fisheries  and  Game  gives  the  following  explanation. 

“The  change  ...  is  designed  to  improve  fishing  by  having 
the  opening  day  come  during  a  time  when  better  weather, 
lower  water  levels  and  generally  improving  fishing  condi¬ 
tions  may  be  anticipated.  It  will  also  facilitate  the  state’s  pro¬ 
gram  of  stocking  trout  by  allowing  more  time  and  better 
weather  conditions  for  pre-opening  day  stocking  to  be  com¬ 
pleted  and  will  insure  that  more  of  the  stocked  fish  will  be 
available  to  anglers  rather  than  being  washed  downstream  by 
early-spring  high  waters.” 

Bulletins  from  the  Division  and  articles  in  “Massachu¬ 
setts  Wildlife”  continue  to  emphasize  that  florescent  orange, 
also  known  as  blaze  and  hunter  orange,  the  easiest  color  to  see 
and  recognize,  is  therefore  the  safest  color  for  hunters  to  wear. 
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The  publication  “Massachusetts  Wildlife”  contains  articles 
of  interest  to  sportsmen,  many  of  which  relate  to  the  conserva¬ 
tion  of  natural  resources.  It  is  published  bi-monthly  and  a 
subscription  may  be  obtained  free  by  writing  to  Information 
and  Education  Section,  Fisheries  and  Game  Field  Headquar¬ 
ters,  Westboro,  Mass.

Article  1 

That  the  annual  reports  be  accepted  as  printed. 

Article  8 

That  the  sum  of  $1,100  be  raised  and  appropriated  to  meet 
the  town’s  share  of  the  cost  of  Chapter  81  maintenance, 
and  that,  in  addition,  the  treasurer  be  authorized  to  bor¬ 
row  the  sum  of  $12,100  to  meet  the  state’s  share  of  the 
cost  of  the  work,  giving  the  note  or  notes  of  the  town 
therefor,  these  notes  to  be  paid  from  reimbursements  to  be 
received  from  the  state  upon  completion  of  the  work. 
Article  9 

That  the  sum  of  $2,000  be  raised  and  appropriated  to 
meet  the  town’s  share  of  the  cost  of  Chapter  90  mainte¬ 
nance  and  that,  in  addition,  the  sum  of  $4,000  be  appropri¬ 
ated  from  available  funds  in  the  treasury  to  meet  the 
state’s  and  county’s  share  of  the  cost  of  the  work,  reim¬ 
bursements  to  be  restored,  upon  their  receipt,  to  surplus 
revenue.

That  the  sum  of  $3,000  be  raised  and  appropriated  to  meet 
the  town’s  share  of  the  cost  of  Chapter  90  highway  con¬

be  received  from  the  state  and  the  county  upon  comple¬ 
tion  of  the  work.  These  funds  are  to  be  used  for  improve¬ 
ments  to  New  Braintree  Road.

That  the  sum  of  $1,000  be  appropriated  from  the  Overlay 
Surplus  for  the  purposes  of  a  reserve  fund.

That  the  sum  of  $1,500  be  transferred  from  the  Highway 
Machinery  Fund  to  the  Highway  Machinery  Account. 
Article  13 

That  the  Board  of  Assessors  be  authorized  and  instructed 
to  appropriate  the  sum  of  $7,000  from  available  funds  in 
the  treasury  for  use  to  reduce  the  tax  levy  for  the  cur¬ 
rent  year. 

Article  14 

That  the  following  trust  funds  left  to  the  town  be  accepted: 
The  trust  fund  of  $100  received  from  the  estate  of  Flo¬ 
rence  L.  Phelan  for  perpetual  care  of  Lot  No.  64  in  Pine 
Grove  Cemetery. 

The  trust  fund  of  $100  received  from  Robert  and  Jocelyn 
Wile  for  perpetual  care  of  Lot  No.  88  in  South  Cemetery. 
The  trust  fund  of  $100  received  from  Henry  Crawford 
for  perpetual  care  of  Lots  11  and  12  in  Green  Hollow 
Cemetery. 

Article  15 

That  the  report  of  the  Bicentennial  Committee,  as  printed 
on  page  36  of  the  1960  Oakham  Town  Report,  be  accepted 
as  a  report  of  progress,  and  that  the  present  committee 
be  continued  for  another  year. 

Article  16 

That  the  sum  of  $1,500  be  raised  and  appropriated  for  the 
Oakham  Bicentennial  Celebration  Fund. 

Article  17 

That  the  sum  of  $350  be  raised  and  appropriated  for  pur¬ 
poses  of  the  National  Defense  Education  Act,  Title  III, 
reimbursem.ents  to  be  restored,  upon  their  receipt,  to  sur¬ 
plus  revenue. 

Article  18 

That  the  sum  of  $300  be  raised  and  appropriated  for  fur¬ 
ther  improvements  to  Wright  Park. 

Article  19 

That  the  report  of  the  Oakham  School  Study  Committee 
be  accepted  as  a  report  of  progress. 

Article  20 

That  the  report  of  the  Oakham  Regional  School  District 
Planning  Committee  be  accepted  as  a  report  of  progress. 
Article  21 

That  a  stabilization  fund  be  established  under  the  provi¬ 
sions  of  Chapter  40  of  the  General  Laws,  as  amended, 
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and  that  the  sum  of  $1,500  be  raised  and  appropriated 
therefor. 

Except  for  one  dissenting  vote  each  on  the  appropriation 
for  schools  and  education,  cemetery  appropriation,  and  the 
appropriation  for  the  Oakham  Bicentennial  Celebration  Fund, 
all  votes  were  unanimous. 

53  persons,  17.5%  of  the  registered  voters,  cast  ballots 
in  the  election  of  town  officers;  42  voters,  13.9%  of  those  regis¬ 
tered,  were  present  at  the  business  meeting,  which  was 
adjourned  at  10  P.M. 

Total  amount  to  be  raised  and  appropriated  —  $115,026.03, 
which  is  $13,822.25  more  than  was  voted  at  the  annual  meeting 
of  1960.

IT  V/AS  VOTED:

TAXES  AND  THE  TAX  RATE 

The  continued  and  rapid  rise  in  our  tax  rate  during  the 
past  few  years  has  caused  considerable  concern  to  both  the 
tax  payers  and  the  town  officials.  Not  only  has  this  increase 
created  a  heavy  burden  on  the  property  owners  but  it  has  also 
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made  it  difficult  to  carry  out  necessary  and  important  town 
functions. 

This  year  because  of  the  increasing  interest  in  taxes  and 
the  tax  rate  we  have  decided  to  forego  our  usual  report  and 
attempt  to  give  a  reasonably  detailed  analysis  of  the  factors 
that  determine  the  amount  of  money  that  must  be  raised  by 
property  taxation  and  the  manner  in  which  the  tax  rate  is 
determined. 


The  following  is  a  condensed  summary  of  the  figures  used 
in  fixing  the  tax  rate  for  1961:

The  amounts  for  the  estimated  receipts  are  determined  in 
most  cases  from  the  actual  receipts  of  the  previous  year.  They 
consist  of  reimbursements  such  as  state  grants  for  Old  Age 
Assistance,  school  transportation  reimbursements  etc.  that  can 
be  credited  to  a  specific  account  and  general  receipts  such  as 
returns  on  income  taxes,  corporation  taxes,  motor  vehicle  and 
excise  taxes  etc.

All  general  receipts  are  distributed  among  the  various 
classifications  in  proportion  to  the  gross  amounts  raised. 

A  general  analysis  of  the  amounts  raised,  the  estimated 
receipts  and  the  effect  on  the  tax  rate  of  the  various  classifica¬ 
tions  is  given  on  the  following  pages. 

In  this  analysis  the  term  “total  amount  raised”  represents 
the  sum  of  the  amount  raised  at  the  1961  annual  town  meeting 
plus  any  amounts  raised  after  the  tax  rate  was  set  in  1960. 

“Tax  dollars”  indicates  the  amount  that  the  net  amount 
raised  for  any  particular  classification  effects  the  tax  rate.

Appropriations  for  Public  Safety  cover  wages  and  ex¬ 
penses  of  the  police  and  fire  departments,  sealer  of  weights 
and  measures,  inspector  of  wires,  tree  warden,  dog  officer, 
civilian  defense  department  and  charges  for  insect  pest  control, 
dutch  elm  disease  control  and  compensation  insurance. 

Estimated  receipts  in  this  classification  are  also  made  up 
almost  entirely  from  the  distribution  of  general  receipts.

Under  the  provisions  of  Chapters  81  and  90  of  the  General 
Laws  the  town  is  reimbursed  by  the  state  and  the  county  for  a 
portion  of  the  cost  of  highway  maintenance  and  construction 
provided  that  the  work  is  done  in  “strict  conformity”  with  the 
provisions  of  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Works. 
Under  the  provisions  of  these  chapters  it  is  permissable  for  the 
town  to  raise  and  appropriate  only  its  own  share  of  the  cost 
of  the  work  and  to  take  from  available  funds  or  borrow  the 
state’s  and  county’s  shares  in  anticipation  of  reimbursement.

There  are  no  reimbursements  for  snow  removal  and  sand¬ 
ing  except  that  under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  81  Maint.  the 
town  may  use  up  to  $75  for  each  mile  of  road  in  town  for  this 
purpose  if  necessary. 

This  amounts  to  $3,300  for  the  entire  town  and  while  the 
use  of  these  funds  would  reduce  the  cost  to  the  town  of  snow 
removal  and  sanding  the  practice  is  avoided  if  possible  as  it 
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cuts  down  the  already  insufficient  funds  for  ordinary  road 
maintenance. 

It  will  be  noted  from  these  figures  that  out  of  a  total  of 
$42,050  available  for  highway  use  the  town  is  required  to  raise 
$14,420  or  about  34%.

Funds  raised  for  Public  Assistance  are  to  cover  charges 
for  Old  Age  Assistance,  Medical  Aid  to  the  Aged,  Aid  to  De¬ 
pendent  Children,  Disability  Assistance,  Veterans’  Services 
and  the  town’s  share  of  the  cost  of  the  operation  of  the  Qua- 
boag  Welfare  District. 


The  town  receives  reimbursement  from  both  the  State 
and  the  Federal  Government  for  a  considerable  portion  of  its 
Public  Assistance  expenses.  Federal  reimbursements  go  di¬ 
rectly  into  a  revolving  fund  under  the  control  of  the  Board  of 
Public  Welfare  acting  through  the  Welfare  District  while  state 
reimbursements  go  into  the  town  treasury  and  are  included 
in  the  estimated  receipts  in  the  computation  of  the  tax  rate. 

The  net  amount  raised  by  the  town  for  Public  Assistance 
amounts  to  slightly  over  10%  of  the  total.

Included  in  the  amount  raised  for  schools  and  libraries 
are  the  general  school  appropriation,  an  appropriation  for 
vocational  education  and  the  library  appropriation,  the  major 
item  being  the  general  school  appropriation  which  amounts  to 
$67,522.76. 


The  principal  items  in  the  school  appropriation  are  teach¬ 
er’s  salaries  ($18,466),  tuition  ($22,025)  and  transportation 
($18,256).  These  three  items  total  to  $58,747  or  about  85  per¬ 
cent  of  the  school  appropriation. 

Principal  items  included  in  estimated  receipts  that  can 
be  credited  to  schools  and  libraries  are  $16,183  for  school 
transportation,  $5,485  from  income  tax  distribution  under 
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Chapter  70  and  S10,193  from  the  distribution  of  general 
receipts. 

The  state  reimburses  the  town  for  all  expenditures  for 
school  transportation  in  excess  of  $5.00  per  pupil  per  year  for 
all  pupils  transported  once  daily  to  and  from  school  (pro¬ 
vided  they  live  over  miles  from  the  nearest  school  or  over 
one  mile  from  a  public  bus  line). 

School  aid  received  under  chapter  70  amounts  to  sixty- 
five  dollars  for  each  pupil  between  the  ages  of  7  and  16  less 
three  dollars  for  every  thousand  dollars  valuation  of  the  town 
as  determined  by  the  state  valuation  of  1945. 

There  is  no  reimbursement  for  high  school  tuition  but 
there  is  a  50%  reimbursement  for  vocational  education. 

The  net  cost  to  the  town  for  the  education  of  its  pupils 
from  the  first  grade  through  high  school  is  about  $240  per 
pupil  per  year. 

Approximately  54%  of  the  total  amount  raised  for  schools 
and  libraries  is  provided  by  the  town  as  compared  to  34%  for 
streets  and  highways  and  only  slightly  over  10%  for  public 
assistance.  This  would  seem  to  indicate  that  one  of  the 
major  factors  in  our  high  tax  rate  is  the  fact  that  school 
aid  has  not  kept  pace  with  the  rapid  and  unavoidable 
increase  in  school  cists.

STATE  AND  COUNTY  ASSESSMENTS

State  and  county  assessments  include  state  assessments 
for  state  parks  and  reservations  and  for  the  state  audit  of 
the  accounts  of  the  town,  the  county  tubercular  hospital  assess¬ 
ment  and  the  county  tax. 

The  tax  for  state  parks  and  reservations  amounted  to  about 
$375,  while  the  town  received  a  reimbursement  of  $1,244  (in¬ 
cluded  in  the  general  estimated  receipts)  for  publicly  owned 
lands. 

The  county  tax  and  assesments  totaled  slightly  over  $3,500 
as  compared  to  $5,000  in  highway  reimbursements  allotted  to 
the  town  plus  many  other  services  made  available  by  the 
county. 


OVERLAY

The  overlay  is  a  fund  raised  by  the  assessors  in  excess  of 
all  appropriations  and  other  charges  to  cover  abatements 
granted  and  to  avoid  fractions.  Any  balance  in  the  overlay 
in  excess  of  the  amount  of  taxes  for  such  year  uncollected  or 
abated  is  transferred  to  the  overlay  surplus  and  is  available  for 
emergencies  or  for  the  reserve  fund. 

The  sum  of  ail  funds  raised  for  the  various  classifications 
as  listed  above  would  give  a  tax  rate  of  over  $158  per  thou¬ 
sand. 
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This  was  reduced  to  $144  by  using  $7,000  dollars  of  free 
cash  and  $286  in  poll  taxes. 

SUMMARY 

In  general  it  appears  that  the  factors  contributing  the 
most  to  our  high  tax  rate  are: 

Continued  increase  in  school  costs  due  principally  to 
increased  enrollment,  higher  tuition  for  our  high  school  stu¬ 
dents  and  failure  of  state  and  federal  aid  to  keep  pace  with 
the  increase  in  expenses. 

Payments  on  the  fire  station  loan  and  the  appropriation 
for  the  new  fire  truck  which  together  add  about  ten  dollars  to 
the  tax  rate  but  will  be  paid  off  by  1965. 

Increased  cost  of  snow  removal  and  sanding  because  of 
the  unusually  severe  winter  of  1960-1961. 

Special  appropriations  for  bicentennial  celebration  and 
stabilization  fund. 

In  the  final  analysis  the  increase  in  the  cost  of  operating 
the  town  is  largely  due  to  the  increase  in  services  expected 
by  its  citizens.  This  includes  better  roads  and  maintenance, 
more  fire  and  police  protection,  better  facilities  and  equip¬ 
ment  for  our  school  children  and  many  other  items,  all  of 
which  are  important  and  cannot  be  neglected.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TOWN  TREASURER 

During  the  year  1961  your  Town  Treasury  received 
$203,430.68  and  paid  out  $199,887.70.  Receipts  include  new 
loans  of  $41,000.  Payments  of  $28,000  were  made  on  out¬ 
standing  debts.  Although  the  Treasurer  made  every  effort 
to  obtain  lowest  possible  interest  rates  in  negotiating  new  loans 
and  a  large  part  of  the  principal  of  certain  loans  is  being  re¬ 
imbursed  by  the  State,  loans  are  costly  for  our  Town.  For 
example,  the  interest  to  be  paid  in  1962  on  loans  presently  out¬ 
standing  will  be  $628.25  An  attempt  must  be  made  in  the 
future  to  stretch  the  resources  of  the  General  Fund  so  that  our 
debts  can  be  paid  off  promptly  and  new  loans  can  be  kept  at 
a  very  minimum.  This  is  possible  only  if  everyone  respon¬ 
sible  for  authorizing  expenditures  of  Town  money  will  take 
a  real  hard  look  at  the  need  for  spending. 

We  must  build  up  our  Stabilization  Fund  because  we  will 
soon  be  confronted  by  the  need  for  additional  school  facili¬ 
ties.  A  sizable  nest  egg  will  then  be  very  useful. 

Accelerated  activity  in  our  industry  will  make  it  most  dif¬ 
ficult  for  me  to  find  the  time  necessary  to  conscientiously  con¬ 
duct  the  Town  Treasurer’s  duties  in  the  immediate  future.  I 
was  therefore  forced  to  decline  re-nomination  for  the  new 
term.  We  are  fortunate  in  having  Mr.  James  Barringer  ac¬ 
cept  the  nomination  of  Town  Treasurer  for  the  next  term. 
If  elected,  the  responsibilities  of  this  important  office  will 
be  in  most  capable  hands. 

The  experience  of  conducting  the  Treasurer’s  affairs  for 
our  Town  during  the  past  two  years  has  been  gratifying  to 
Mrs.  Kuhner  and  me.  It  gave  us  an  opportunity  to  become 
acquainted  with  many  of  the  financial  problems  of  a  small 
town,  but  also  it  was  an  excellent  way  of  meeting  our  fellow 
citizens  and  making  friends.  In  this  respect  our  work  was 
most  rewarding. 

Eloise  and  I  wish  to  take  this  means  of  thanking  all  those 
who  by  help  and  advice  have  assisted  in  making  our  work 
easier.  We  are  grateful  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Lionel  Lajoie,  who 
so  ably  carried  on  while  Eloise  and  I  were  on  vacation.

REPORT  OF  THE  ACCOUNTING  OFFICER 

I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report  as  your  Accounting 
Officer  for  the  period  between  January  1,  1961  and  Decem¬ 
ber  31,  1961. 

During  the  year  I  met  with  the  Selectmen  at  their 
regular  meetings  and  presented  26  Treasury  Warrants,  with 
938  vouchers,  for  their  approval  and  subsequent  payment  by 
the  Treasurer.  These  warrants  listed  expenditures  which 
totalled  $199,541.20.  In  addition  $346.50  was  listed  and  ex¬ 
pended  from  the  Alden  Fund. 

Receipts  for  1961  totalled  $202,929.21  in  the  general 
fund,  and  $614.07  for  the  Alden  Fund.  A  detailed  list  of  these 
receipts,  showing  sources  and  amounts,  has  been  prepared 
for  your  information.  Cash  balance  on  January  1,  1962  was 
$33,530.92. 

The  outstanding  debt  of  the  town,  as  of  December  31,  1961 
stands  at  $17,000.00  Of  this  amount  $12,000.00  is  inside  the 
debt  limit,  and  $5,000.00  is  outside  the  debt  limit.  Temporary 
loans  of  $20,000.00  will  be  paid  early  in  1962  from  reimburse¬ 
ment  by  the  State  and  County  on  highway  contracts. 

A  Balance  Sheet  showing  the  financial  standing  of  the 
town  will  be  found  in  this  report,  as  well  as  a  statement  show¬ 
ing  expenditures  from  various  appropriations  and  other  ac¬ 
counts. 

I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  for  the  courtesies  and  co¬ 
operation  given  me  by  all  town  officials.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PLANNING  BOARD 

The  Planning  Board  takes  pleasure  in  submitting  the 
fourth  annual  report  to  the  citizens  of  Oakham. 

The  Board  organized  for  the  year  with  Mr.  Robert  P. 
Wile,  chairman;  Mr.  Richard  G.  Riley,  clerk;  and  with  the 
following  members:  Mrs.  Eloise  Kuhner,  Mr.  Francis  Bren¬ 
nan,  and  Mr.  Russell  E.  Crombie.  Seven  meetings  were 
held  during  the  year  on  the  third  Wednesday  of  the  month  at 
8:00  P.M.  in  the  Selectmen’s  rooms. 

At  the  request  of  the  Selectmen,  Mr.  Crombie  was  ap¬ 
pointed  as  the  Planning  Board  representative  on  a  Committee 
to  study  the  fire  protection  needs  of  the  town. 

During  the  year  a  Planning  Board  sub-committee  was 
formed  to  study  the  need  for  economic  development  in  the 
town.  Several  meetings  of  this  committee  were  held  and 
the  following  recommendations  were  made  to  the  Board  at  the 
October  meeting: 

1.  There  is  a  need  for  an  accurate  base  map  of  the  town 
to  help  the  Board  carry  out  its  objectives.  Since  every 
Planning  Board  established  under  the  provisions  of 
Sec.  81 A  of  Chap.  41  of  the  Gen.  Laws  is  obligated 
under  the  provisions  of  Sec.  81D  to  “prepare  a  master 
or  study  plan,”  the  Board  feels  that  it  should  begin 
this  work  in  the  near  future. 

2.  Because  of  the  actions  being  taken  in  surrounding 
towns,  the  Board  feels  that  some  form  of  protective 
ordinance  or  By-Law  will  be  necessary  in  the  near 
future. 

As  a  first  step,  the  Board  is  going  forward  with  the  pre¬ 
paration  of  a  base  map  of  the  town  which,  with  their  help  and 
support  in  its  preparation,  will  be  made  available  to  all  town 
departments  for  their  use. 

On  May  17,  1961,  the  plan  of  the  Walter  Zelnia  property 
located  on  the  North  Brookfield  road  and  presented  by  Mr. 
Harold  Gray,  was  declared  not  to  constitute  a  sub-division 
under  the  meaning  of  the  sub-division  control  law.

AND  THE 

REGIONAL  SCHOOL  DISTRICT  PLANNING  COMMITTEE 

The  reports  of  these  two  committees  are  combined  for 
this  year  as  both  committees  are  working  together  for  the 
same  purpose. 

Negotiations  were  continued  with  the  Rutland  Regional 
School  District  Planning  Committee  with  the  purpose  in  view 
of  forming  a  Rutland-Oakham  Elementary  School  District, 
until  June  5  when  they  were  discontinued  due  to  failure  to 
receive  approval  from  the  State  Building  Assistance  Commis¬ 
sion  or  to  receive  a  favorable  report  from  the  Wachusett  Re¬ 
gional  School  District  as  to  including  Oakham  in  their  future 
plans. 

In  addition  to  this,  meetings  were  held  with  the  Regional 
School  District  Planning  Committees  of  Hubbardston, 
Hardwick,  New  Braintree,  and  West  Brookfield  and  members 
of  the  Barre  School  Committee. 

The  possibilities  of  the  formation  of  a  Regional  Junior- 
Senior  High  School  District  and  also  of  a  Regional  Senior  High 
School  District  composed  of  some  or  all  of  the  above  towns 
were  considered  in  detail.  The  needs  of  the  various  towns 
were  made  known  and  it  was  planned  to  continue  meetings 
into  the  coming  year. 

Due  to  the  pressing  need  for  additional  facilities  for  our 
seventh  and  eighth  grades  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  committee 
that  if  we  are  to  enter  into  a  regional  high  school  district  it 
must  be  on  a  junior-senior  basis. 

In  any  event  it  still  appears  that  the  town  will  be  forced 
to  either  join  a  regional  high  school  district  or  build  an  ele¬ 
mentary  school  of  its  own  in  the  near  future.  Accordingly 
the  Committee  recommends  that  a  substantial  increase  be 
made  to  the  amount  that  is  raised  and  appropriated  for  the  sta¬ 
bilization  fund  so  that  we  will  have  a  reasonably  substantial 
fund  if  and  when  construction  of  new  facilities  becomes  neces- 
sar\^

General  duties  of  the  Board  of  Health  were  continued 
throughout  the  year,  anti-polio  inocluations  were  provided  in 
certain  cases,  tests  were  made  of  the  water  at  Lake  Dean  at 
the  request  of  the  Parent  Teachers  Association  and  permits 
were  issued. 

As  the  result  of  a  complaint  submitted  by  a  number  of 
citizens  of  the  town  the  Board  has  agreed  to  include  a  request 
for  additional  funds  to  cover  the  expenses  of  a  part  time  care¬ 
taker  and  additional  fencing  at  the  down  dump.  This  will 
mean  that  the  dump  will  be  closed  to  the  public  except  when 
the  caretaker  is  present. 

It  is  estimated  that  this  will  cost  the  town  an  additional 
$500  and  accordingly  the  board  will  request  the  total  amount 
of  $700  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting. 

The  State  has  adopted  several  more  sections  of  the  sani¬ 
tary  code  and  at  the  present  session  is  considering,  among 
others.  Article  XI  covering  Minimum  Requirements  for  the 
Disposal  of  Sanitary  Sewage.  This  article  is  of  particular  inte¬ 
rest  as  it  gives  the  local  boards  of  health  considerable  control 
over  the  construction  and  maintenance  of  domestic  sewage 
disposal.

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Work  on  New  Braintree  Road  included  the  installation 
of  a  new  culvert,  tree  removal,  construction  of  the  filled  sec¬ 
tion  at  the  junction  of  Hapgood  Road  and  some  clearing  in 
preparation  for  work  in  1962. 

For  the  second  year  in  a  row  snow  removal  and  sanding 
costs  were  very  high  because  of  the  heavy  snows  and  drifting.

REPORT  OF  THE  QUABOAG  WELFARE  DISTRICT 

These  are  some  of  the  changes  in  law  affecting  public 
assistance  that  should  be  kept  in  mind  and  given  consideration 
by  the  various  committees  having  to  do  with  public  welfare 
appropriations. 

Amendment  to  Chapter  118  of  the  General  Laws  now  pro¬ 
vides  the  necessary  implementation  for  extension  of  the  Aid 
to  Dependent  Children  program  to  include  additional  needy 
children  deprived  of  parental  support  because  of  the  unem¬ 
ployment  of  parents. 

Aid  to  Dependent  Children  is  now  available  to  children 
deprived  of  parental  support  because  of  the  unemployment  of 
a  parent.  Assistance  under  this  program  shall  be  provided  to 
children  whose  parents  are  unemployed  and  when  such  par¬ 
ents’  unemployment  compensation  benefits  have  become  ex¬ 
hausted,  or  when  such  parents  are  ineligible  for  benefits  be¬ 
cause  of  insufficient  coverage  or  not  having  worked  in  covered 
employment. 

In  some  instances  cases  may  be  found  to  be  ineligible  by 
the  Division  of  Employment  Security  for  unemployment  bene¬ 
fits  because  of  being  fired  or  leaving  a  job  and  shall  not  be 
eligible  for  Aid  to  Dependent  Children. 

Parents  who  have  not  been  in  covered  employment  or 
who  have  insufficient  coverage  to  receive  benefits  shall  be 
considered  ineligible  for  Aid  to  Dependent  Children  if  the  loss 
of  employment  was  due  to  being  fired  for  good  cause  or  leav¬ 
ing  their  employmeni  without  good  cause. 

During  the  year  1961  another  amendment  to  both  the  Old 
Age  Assistance  and  Disability  Assistance  Laws  was  made.  In 
Old  Age  Assistance  citizenship  and  the  additional  residence 
requirement  for  non-citizens  were  removed  as  eligibility  fac¬ 
tors.  In  Disability  Assistance  the  age  for  eligibility  is  limited 
to  the  age  established  by  the  Social  Security  Administration 
for  eligibility  for  Old  Age  Assistance  and,  therefore,  persons 
sixty-five  years  of  age  or  older  are  no  longer  eligible  for  Dis¬ 
ability  Assistance. 

Effective  July  1,  1961,  rest  home  rates  were  increased 
from  $25.00  to  $29.75  per  week.  The  cost  was  also  increased 
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for  many  other  items  in  our  medical  care  plan,  items  which 
we  feel  are  too  numerous  to  mention  at  this  particular  time. 

It  came  as  a  surprise  to  us,  since  the  Medical  Assistance 
for  the  Aged  program  which  includes  people  sixty-five  years 
or  over  began  Oct.  1,  1960,  that  we  did  not  receive  the  number 
of  applications  anticipated.  Although  many  persons  from  our 
District  towns  came  into  our  office  requesting  information, 
yet  not  too  many  applications  were  actually  made  or  proc¬ 
essed.  A  good  many  referrals  for  public  assistance  were  made 
to  us  from  public  medical  institutions,  mental  health  hospi¬ 
tals,  nursing  homes  and  chronic  hosptials.  These  referrals  con¬ 
sume  a  good  deal  of  our  time  in  working  hours  because  of 
complications  involveed,  as  each  case  is  unique  in  itself  and 
must  be  handled  differently. 

We  find  the  majority  of  applicants  for  Medical  Assistance 
for  the  Aged  are  people  who  are  institutionalized  at  high  medi¬ 
cal  cost  and  cannot  find  a  way  of  surviving  financially  so 
must  look  to  public  assistance  for  aid. 

Extension  of  Right  of  Application  and  Appeal  —  This 
Chapter  became  effective  9/3/61.  This  gives  an  institution 
providing  care  to  an  individual  the  right  to  initiate  an  appli¬ 
cation  on  behalf  of  the  individual  in  need  of  care  at  such  in¬ 
stitution.  This  change  in  the  law  provides  the  institution  the 
right  to  notice,  hearing  and  appeal  in  the  same  manner  as  an 
applicant. 

There  was  a  time  not  long  ago,  when  it  was  thought  that 
giving  inadequate  relief  would  keep  people  from  asking  for 
aid;  that  if  recipients  had  constantly  before  them  the  fear  of 
starvation  they  would  make  more  effort  to  find  employment. 
This  thinking  failed  to  take  into  consideration  the  fact  that 
energy  is  generated  by  health,  not  hunger.  Fear  coupled  with 
a  gnawing  stomach  is  far  more  apt  to  motivate  people  to  des¬ 
perate  and  illegal  acts  than  to  develop  the  clear  thinking  that 
is  necessary  if  one  is  to  win  in  the  sharp  competition  for  jobs. 

Again  this  year  we  would  like  to  take  a  moment  to  offer 
our  grateful  appreciation  to  our  Prudential  Committee  and 
officials  of  each  of  the  towns  for  the  kind  cooperation  they  so 
willingly  extended  to  us  during  the  year,  thus  making  our 
work  more  pleasant.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

Oakham  continues  to  face  the  same  general  problems  that 
were  discussed  in  the  report  of  last  year.  The  need  for  im¬ 
proved  facilities  for  the  Junior  High  School  pupils  is  of  press¬ 
ing  importance.  The  present  facility  with  thirty  pupils  and 
one  teacher  cannot  provide  the  Junior  High  School  education 
that  the  children  of  Oakham  need  to  adequately  prepare  them 
for  High  School.  The  School  Study  and  Regional  Study  Com¬ 
mittees  have  been  working  to  solve  this  problem.  Let  us  hope 
that  a  continued  effort  by  all  concerned  will  result  in  a  solu¬ 
tion  in  the  very  near  future. 

A  solution  to  the  Junior  High  School  problem  will  in  turn 
solve  the  whole  problem  of  expanding  elementary  enrollments. 
The  existing  facility  can,  we  feel,  adequately  handle  grades  1 
through  6  for  many  years  to  come. 

As  education  is  our  basic  strength,  let  us  be  as  seriously 
concerned  with  its  future,  as  we  are  with  our  missiles,  and  the 
race  to  the  moon. 

The  School  Committee  is  to  be  commended  for  its  strong 
support  for  better  education  in  Oakham. 

Our  congratulations  and  yours  should  be  extended  to  the 
teaching  staff  of  the  Oakham  School  for  its  devoted  effort  to

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  ART  SUPERVISOR 
TO  SCHOOL  UNION  24,  HOLDEN,  MASS. 

The  past  year  has  been  a  year  of  transition  in  the  conduct 
of  the  art  program  and  in  the  plans  being  laid  for  its  future. 
Primarily,  the  major  change  is  the  decision  of  the  Holden 
School  Committee  to  withdraw  its  support  of  a  union  art  pro¬ 
gram  and  to  supply  its  own  art  staff  beginning  with  the  school 
year  1962-63. 

As  a  consequence,  this  is,  in  effect,  my  final  report  as  art 
supervisor  of  School  Union  24,  and  I  shall  devote  most  of  it  to 
a  brief  summary  and  a  recommendation  or  two  for  future  con¬ 
sideration.  The  six  years  during  which  I  have  been  art  super¬ 
visor  of  this  union  have  been  gratifying  in  my  relationships 
with  the  teachers,  students,  and  administration.  However, 
these  same  years  have  brought  about  practically  no  improve¬ 
ments  in  the  existing  art  facilities.  This,  in  turn,  has  limited 
the  art  opportunities  for  the  children  by  making  impractical 
many  of  the  more  expansive  and  active  projects  which  are  a 
necessary  part  of  a  complete  art  program. 
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Until  there  is  sufficient  storage  space  for  materials  in  the 
classrooms,  display  space  for  both  two-  and  three-dimensional 
art  works,  and  adequate  work  space,  the  full  potential  of  an 
art  program  to  develop  the  creative  possibilities  within  each 
child  will  not  be  realized.  It  may  be  that  the  only  way  in  which 
this  can  be  done  is  to  provide  an  art  room  in  each  building. 
Certainly  this  must  be  true  at  the  junior  high  school  level.  In 
any  case,  the  importance  of  an  art  program  should  be  tho¬ 
roughly  studied  by  each  school  committee  in  order  to  make 
future  judgments  about  it.  I  shall  be  happy  to  consult  with 
any  committee  in  this  matter  if  such  should  be  useful. 

In  conclusion,  I  should  like  to  remind  all  concerned  with 
the  future  of  the  schools  in  Union  24  that  education,  includ¬ 
ing  art,  is  not  an  expense  but  an  investment  in  the  most  valu¬ 
able  natural  resource  which  we  possess  —  our  children;  and  it 
will  only  be  with  this  in  mind  that  we  will  have  an  adequate 
art  program.

The  Supervisor  met  weekly  with  all  grades  and  carried 
on  a  program  of  listening,  rhythmic  activities  and  building  a 
fine  song  repertory.  Recordings  and  up-to-date  textbooks 
have  revitalized  the  program. 

In  the  General  Music  Class  in  Gr.  VII  and  VIII,  an  ap¬ 
preciation  for  the  best  of  many  types  of  music  was  encouraged 
through  listening  and  analysis,  as  well  as  singing.  The  class 
performed  at  the  graduation  exercises. 

This  fall,  an  elective  and  selective  Glee  Club  was  formed 
on  the  Jr.  High  level.  This  group  performed  with  the  school 
at  the  Christmas  program. 

Tonettes,  a  pre-band  instrument,  were  taught  in  Gr.  Ill 
and  IV  to  reemphasize  music  reading  skills  and  to  facilitate 
the  selection  of  those  pupils  who  are  interested  in  studying  an 
instrument. 

Fifteen  pupils  participated  in  the  instrumental  program 
and  performed  at  the  Graduation  Exercises  and  Christmas 
program. 

It  is  hoped  that  in  the  ensuing  year  transportation  can  be 
arranged  enabling  advanced  students  to  play  with  the  Junior 
High  Band  in  Holden. 
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I  have  enjoyed  working  with  the  students  and  teachers 
because  of  their  fine  attitude.

SCHOOL  HEALTH  REPORT 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

The  following  1961  Annual  Report  of  School  Health  Ser¬ 
vices,  to  the  Superintendent  of  Schools,  is  respectfully  sub¬ 
mitted. 

School  health  services  were  provided  in  Oakham  to  pupils 
in  the  Oakham  Center  School. 

The  routine  physical  examinations  for  children  in  grades 
one,  four,  and  seven,  were  made  by  Dr.  Channing  H.  Wash¬ 
burn,  School  Physician,  assisted  by  the  school  nurse.  Written 
notices  were  sent  to  all  parents  whose  children  were  found  to 
have  any  physical  defects. 

The  vision,  hearing,  weighing,  and  measuring  examina¬ 
tions  were  done  simultaneously  by  the  school  nurses  assisted 
by  two  technicians.  Re-checks  are  being  completed  by  the 
school  nurse  and  notices  will  be  sent  home  to  parents  whose 
children  failed  this  test. 

Three  diphtheria  immunization  clinics  were  held  and  29 
children  received  immunizations. 

One  pre-school  registration  day  was  conducted. 

The  Mantoux  Tuberculin  Test  was  given  in  grade  1,  and 
15  students  were  tested.  This  was  administered  by  the  South¬ 
ern  Worcester  County  Association. 

Throughout  the  year,  other  routine  services  were  pro¬ 
vided,  such  as,  home  visits,  personal  interviews,  inspections, 
first  aid,  exclusion  of  sick  children,  planning  with  and  assist¬ 
ing  the  school  physician  in  clinics,  conferences,  ordering  all 
health  supplies,  and  notifying  parents  of  physical  defects. 

Required  reports  to  the  Massachusetts  Department  of 
Health  in  the  areas  of  vision,  hearing,  physical  examinations, 
and  physically  handicapped  children  were  compiled  and  sub¬ 
mitted  to  the  Superintendent  of  Schools.

To  the  Trustees  of  Fobes  Memorial  Library: 

The  total  circulation  of  books  during  1961  was  4179.  Cir¬ 
culation  has  increased  approximately  1000  books  over  last 
year,  indicating  generally  greater  interest  in  the  children’s 
section. 

There  were  750  adult  and  3429  children’s  books  issued. 
Magazine  circulation  for  the  year  was  425,  in  addition  to  those 
which  were  read  in  the  reading  room.  LP  records  showed  a 
circulation  of  84,  an  increase  of  30%  over  last  year. 

There  were  40  adult  books  purchased  and  26  books  were 
received  as  gifts,  also  151  children’s  books  were  purchased 
and  11  were  gifts.  The  estimated  number  of  volumes  in  the 
library  is  5144. 

Since  the  space  program  of  the  past  year  had  become  a 
great  historical  event,  adult  as  well  as  children’s  books  were 
purchased  on  this  subject. 

An  extended  effort  to  purchase  books  which  are  on 
the  accredited  reading  lists  of  the  several  high  schools  at¬ 
tended  by  our  students  was  accomplished.  The  attendance 
of  the  students  in  the  library  has  been  very  good  and  pleasing.

To  either  of  the  constables  of  the  Town  of  Oakham,  in  the 
County  of  Worcester: 

GREETINGS: 

In  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  you 
are  required  to  notify  and  warn  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of 
Oakham,  qualified  to  vote  in  elections,  and  in  town  affairs  to 
meet  in  the  town  hall,  known  as  Memorial  Hall,  on  Monday, 
the  fifth  day  of  March  next  at  12M  at  which  time  the  polls 
will  be  opened  and  will  be  closed  at  8  P.M. 

Business  meeting  will  open  at  8  P.M.  then  and  there  to 
act  on  the  following  articles: 

Article  1.  To  hear  the  annual  reports  of  the  several  town 
officers  and  to  act  thereon. 

Article  2.  To  choose  one  Selectman,  one  Assessor,  one 
member  of  the  School  Committee,  one  Library  Trustee,  one 
member  of  the  Cemetery  Committee,  and  six  Constables,  all 
for  three  year  terms;  one  Planning  Board  member  for  a  five 
year  term;  a  Moderator,  Collector  of  Taxes,  Treasurer,  Au¬ 
ditor,  Tree  Warden,  and  three  Fence  Viewers  for  one  year 
terms,  all  on  one  ballot. 

Article  3.  To  choose  all  the  necessary  town  officers  and 
committees  for  the  ensuing  year  not  required  to  be  elected  by 
ballot. 

Article  4.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  fix  the  salaries 
and  compensation  of  all  elective  officers  of  the  town  as  pro¬ 
vided  for  by  Section  108,  Chapter  41  of  the  General  Laws. 

Article  5.  To  see  what  compensation  the  town  will  allow 
for  men  and  equipment  used  in  repairing  highways  and  open¬ 
ing  roads  during  the  ensuing  year. 

Article  6.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap¬ 
propriate  or  appropriate  from  available  funds  in  the  treasury 
such  sums  of  money  as  are  necessary  to  pay  salaries,  expenses 
and  outlays  of  the  several  town  departments  for  the  ensuing 
year. 

Artcile  7.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  selectmen  to  borrow  during

Article  8.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap¬ 
propriate  or  appropriate  from  available  funds  in  the  treasury 
a  sum  of  money  for  Chapter  81  Highway  Maintenance,  or  take 
any  action  relative  thereto. 

Article  9.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro¬ 
priate  or  appropriate  from  available  funds  in  the  treasury  a 
sum  of  money  for  Chapter  90  Highway  Maintenance,  or  take 
any  action  relative  thereto. 

Article  10.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  or  appropriate  from  available  funds  in  the  treas¬ 
ury  a  sum  of  money  for  the  improvement  of  New  Braintree 
Road  under  Chapter  90  Highway  Construction,  or  take  any 
action  relative  thereto. 

Article  11.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $1,000  from  the  Overlay  Surplus  for  the  purposes  of 
a  Reserve  Fund,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  from 
the  Fire  Department  an  International  900  gallon  fire  tanker,  or 
take  any  action  relative  thereto.
